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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered in full but are not 
persuasive. Applicant's frrst set of arguments directed towards Candelore's alleged failure to teach or suggest "each of the entitlement control messages 
is linked to a respective time stamp, the respective time stamp associated with a time-stamp value indicative of a time at which the entitlement control 
messages linked to the time stamp was distributed" as claimed in claim 1 are not persuasive in view of Figure 6b clearly depicting "time x (current)" 
within Candelore's ECM. This time stamp is not only included within the ECM, but it notes the time at which the particular ECM was created. 
Applicant's next set of arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1(b) because they amoimt to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable 
invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. Applicant states that 
Candelore fails to teach or suggest "sending an entitlement management messages to the sectue device, the entitlement management message including a 
specification of a range of time-stamp values and entitlmg the secure device to enable decryption of the tmits of information that are linked to time- 
stamps with time stamp values in that range" but fails to specifically point out or address those portions previously cited by the Examiner. In response to 
applicant's last set of arguments concerning the use of the time stamp in a particular manner, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the 
prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In view of the arguments presented above in view 
of the references in their entirety, the Examiner has no choice but to maintain her rejection of the claims as set forth in the outstanding office action.
